orGalen or Hippocrates, aré very°much mifled. I chiefly commend 
Felix Platerus in his Practice of s Phyfick;- who followed his own Experi- 
ence and Obfervations, though his own-Experience was infufhcienr to 
demonftrate the Truth, allthe Truth, and nothing but the Truth, in 
all Difeafes..... L-have-been much troubled to fee how {uperftitioufly. Phy- 
ficians-hive been led-by the Traditition of Galen, Hippocrates, Eiias, 
eAgineta, and Orhers. jvadeds £0 bs :

Some they called from the Caufe, others from the Effects or Symptoms ; 
fome,they called Obftructions ot Scirrhs, or Inflamations of the Liver, 
Spleen or Lungs; ‘thofe were,denominated from the Caufe ; fome they 
Called,;Swounding, Panting of;:the Heart; Epilepfie, Convulfion, cc, 
thefe were fo called from the apparant affliction or outward appearance, 
whenas the caufé.of each of thefe Symptoms. or Effects was various, 
Phyficians having reckoned fo many. Difeafes of the Lungs, asa Cough, 
Phthifiek, Pleurifie, {pitting of Blood, Empyemay or{pitring of Mat- 
ter, Peripneumonia and Afthma ; divers Phyficians.reading them, will 
think, as, formerly they have, (for fo it is belt. judging what wilkbz, by 
what hath been) that.every Difeafe of the Lungs is one of thefe, and 
that the Lungs can be affected in no.other. manner. than. in one of. thefe 
Difeafes,; and im that Difeafe,. fo for Order and Meafure. as Authors 
+Aavein their PraGtices. of: Phyfick defcribed:.How greatan Errourand 
Miftake is it-in the generality of Practical Phyficians coming to aPau-

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2. Asto the Definition of Difeafes: In fome Bodies and in fome 
Difeafes accidentally they may prove exactly true, but for the moft 
part they do not: for where there are fuch difference ‘of Difeafes that 
they can neither properly be called one or another that are writ down in 
Practices, and where the Caufesin each Difeafe may be fo. contrary and 
manifold, it will neceffarily follow, the Signs much vary, ‘and there is 
the Definition chiefly grounded on the caufe and figns, the Fonndation ‘ 
of any thing being infirm or corrupted, the Superftrugure ‘muft needs 
beinfirm and inftable: but I fay accidentally, in fome Difeafes, in 
 fomeBodies,arfome times,we may meet with-an exact coherence ofithe 
definition of that Difeafe wich the Parties cafe,’ which being the fuming 
_ up of the Difeafe, and the moft general and chief ‘caufes and figns’that 
happen to moft in that Difeafe, it is much “(if Nature did 90 to #Rule} 
and was bound up to a Method) fofew fhould be found (among many 
fick perfons that have Difeafes) correfpondent exactly to’ the Definiti- -

3. For the Caufes of Difeafes: Phyficians went huge’ conjeQural; 
towork, and gueffed by ontward appearances what muft be inward, an 
by the Effeat they did judge the Caufe, the contrary to which, is the 
way to finde out Truth; they did not ufe to anatomizé and fee the 
wonderful variety there is in dead Bodies, and how Natiire follows no 
Method in Difeafes: As forin{tance , In Difeafes of the Hedrt> ‘the 
Ancients, and fo recent Authors, have fet down two, vik. Swoundine 
and Palpitation, now Experience hath found thorough Diflection, that 
Side-pains, Baftard-Pleurifies,Gripings, Aguifh diftempers, Symptoms 
of Worms, Symptoms of tl Digeftion, and Simgultus. &c. do arife of. 
‘ten from the Heart, as Well'as' Vicine parts; and! Experience‘hath 
fully fhewn that the Heart is not affected as the Ancients thotight com. 
‘monly and moft often ; yet this we fhall allow the Ancients and Mo- 
- derns that have followed unqueftioned Tradition, that the Heart is 
fometimes affected with ene or more of thofe caufes they attribute to 
it, and the more in cafual and intermitting Diftempers of it, butin 
_ confirmed Diftempers of the Heart, or the fame will hold of 41 the 
other Bowels, onely weinftancein one ; the caufes Were UWlcets, or 
Worms, 
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Worms, or Stones; of Bones, or clottered Blood, or mutation of the Si* 
tuation, or Confumption of the Parenchyma , or :fwiming in ferous 
matter'in the Pericardion, orabfence of the Pericardion, wafted tho- 
row Difeafes} or the’ growing amifs of the Heart, either for 
magnitude‘or figure, orother adnafcences of fangous Flefh, or Scirrhss 
ox growing to the Lungs, Ge. this is intended for all Bowels, in which 
the Ancients were as much miftaken as-in the Heart ; ali Bowels, as Li- 
ver, Spleen, Middriff, Lunes, Gall; Pancreas; Mefenters, Uterus and 
Tettes, have variety of Difeafes, found by opening of difeafed Bodies 
after their deaths, which the Ancients did not know, nor could finde by 
conjecture; nor im any of thefe is Nature bound upto a Rule and Me. 
thod ; for in one the Liver is full of little ftones, in another. one 
eveat ftone hangs appendent'to it, in another is an Apofthumation, in 
atiother is an Apofthumation of another kinde, in a third may be alfoan 
Apofthumation of ‘the Liver, yet differing from either of the former, in 
oné it fuippurates;in another it turns a Schirr, or hard Boil, in anotherit 
tiicns Qony, and in others Glandules, fuch wonderful variety there is ip 
the progrefs and changes of Difeafes, cven as the outward Signs in 
many fick Perfons do demonftrate by their frequent changes ; in fome 
the Liver is:burnt up as it were, and. parched, in others. it is found 
quite: wafted, in othets itis found thrice as big as ufually, {pecially im 
confumptiorrof ‘the Liings, ‘where the Liver grows out to fill up the 
void {pace, the Diaphragma yeilding-: Sometimesthe Liver is enfiflu- 
red or cloven, and in it aremany Bladders of Water, fometimes it is 
corrupted, and hath many {mall Apofthumes or Abfceffes.of black Cor- 
- yuption or Sanies,. fometimes it looketh pale, fometimes is grown to 
fome Vicine Part, fometimes one part of it is quite fangous, or quite 
_confumed, the other part being iatire ; and thus for other Bowels, they.

_ ~.3. The Ancients were apparantly outs to write onely of the Difeafe 
of the Stone in the Kidneys and Bladder, and fo for the place and kinds - 
of Worms; there is no peculiarity in the Kidneys or Bladder to have 
the Stone; they are frequently, found in the Gall, Stomack, Lungs, 
Head, Liver, Uterus, and Joynts, and outward parts : and thofe things 
that are generated in the outward.Flefh, as Spots, Tubercles, Boils, 
Carnous Excrefcences, Struma’s, Glandula’s, Worms, Stones, Phly- 
Gene, Bladders of Water, ce. are allo frequently found in the inward 
Bowels. \ As'for the Stone, as to, the place, and kindes, and caufes of 
it, fofor Worms were the Ancients outs.and all the Moderns. that have 
pinn’d their Faith on their Sleéves ; commonly-we confefs the ordinary 
Worms incident to Children are foundin the Body,.and commonly they 
ate in the Guts or S:omack,. and Afcarades or Bots are often in the Bo- 
dy, yer nothing fo frequent. as. the, ordinary, Worms Children voids 
twenry have.the otdinary Worms,to ene that hath Afcarades or Maggot: 
Worms ; the Ancients did ome of them mention the Zana or Lumbri- 
ems lars, or broad Worm, fifteen or fixteen Ells tong, the length of i 
- Coa tHe 
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- the Guts, and thefe were all: Now by Anatomizing the Dead; and by 
other Excretions of Creatures, itis found that Worms of all forts ar 
-inallparts of the Body, and fome are referable to Terreftrial Crea- 
tures ; but becaufethey have no feed from any Creature, for the molt 
part they have no coherence of ferm ; fome are footed like Quadrupe- 
des, fome Bi-pedes,fome crawling Worms, fome*hairy,fome like Newts,. 
fome'exact Maggots, fome like Milli-pedes, or Wood-lice, fome large 
like Serpents, Gc. There is a wonderful variety in thefe things, and 
we have heard of Serpents in two or three, found in Englifhmen of lace 
years, of the Lumbrictslatus,Cray-fith in fimilitude, vomited by a child, 
Worms inthe Face, ce. by which we jultifie Authors :° But we have 
written a Chapter of thefe Creaturesin our Phyfiology and Jatrofophy, 
a Work that can never be too much read, or ftudied. 7 
What fhall we fay ? doth Nature proceedin no. Method, or Order, 
or Coherence in caufing Difeafes? Yes, there is forme, but not as for- 
mer Ages have generally fuppofed ; it is the fpirit and quality of that 
fpiritin every living, moving, and growing Being, that is the Caufe, 
end wherein isthe Method 5 and the Stars, principally the Planets and: 
Moon, by the Air, alter the quality of the Humoursin-our Body, and: 
thence comes fuch variety in‘our Bodies : but yet if the Inward Caufe 
in our Bodies comply not with the Outward, thereis nothing done ; the 
quality of the Air by its feeds fown-in our Humours or Blood, tranf- 
mutes or changes'them into-the nature of the Seeds, the Blood findes:a 
matter‘in it whofe Spirit is of a quality Heterogenious and Heteropathes 
tical to the Blood; and fo works to’throw off its Enemy ; and in the Pox, 
Meafles, Plague, and Purples, it throws off that Heterogenious matter 
by the Skin, Pores, or Habit of the Body; but where the matter in the 
Blood is not fo: venemous,. or'exceeding adverfe qualited to our Nature, 
the Veins throw itoffon fome part: for in the Body like draws like to 
it, asin the Earth, and Terrene Things, and puts off or feparates any 
matter that is of a quality adverfe or contrary to the Blood and Nature 
of the Spirits conftituting our vitality : Now we fee Water in the Blood, 
fometimes thicker, fometimesthinner, fometimes limpid, fometimes 
oleaginous, fometimes yellow, fometimes black, ec. andyyetrbecaufe 
this Humour hath not aquality Heterogenious to the Blood, it refts very 
well in the Blood, andis not endeavoured by Nature to be caft off, nor 
caufes any Difeafe, fora thing that looks exadtly as another, may be no- 
thing like itin nature, fo Sperma Humanum, and fome glutinous>and 
thick Flegm we raife from our Lungs or Palace of our Mouth, look ex: 
a&ly alike, and are in confiftence the fame; and yet there isa Spirit of 
an enlivening nature in the Sperawa Humanun, and onely acold {tupify-

ter, butin‘this isian Earthy Gummy Spirit, andinfipid,,-and this turns 
ail the matterinto a Camuncle or Fungus, orif iti be a little otherwife 
qualified,a Glandule,or many Kernels ; in another Abf{cefs:is a fermen- 
ting qualitied fpirit, and that makes them Aguifh, and. this differs 
hugely in quality s#ter fe ; for fome fermentative matter -is colder and 
duller; !becatife it wants the fharpand honfpiritthatis in other Hue 
mours, ‘andithis caufeth colder Agues ; the fharper and horter the-fpirit 
in this matteris, the hotter isthe Ague: therefore many times they that 
drink much ftrong- Water make acold Ague al] hot Fits. Again, this 
matter differs in the peculiarity of the quality, fome fermenting twice 
inone day, fome once in twenty four hours, fome once in two days, 
and fome but once in three or four days: In another Excrementitious 
Matteriis an Oififick quality, and then a Bone is generated of the.big- 
nef{s and {hape wich the Excrementitious Matter, for the Offifick Spirit 
tranfmutesitas itlies ; even as our Wells in Exgland, and Earth about 
Shefford, curns the Wood into perfect Stone in the fame figure it was; 
and fo afew Grains of ‘Eus Aurs, or Effence of Gold, tranfmutes 
much Lead or Quickfilverintorperfe& Gold; we fee multitude of Ex- 
amples from Seeds thrown into the Ground, or Animals Semen, either 
injected into: Uterufles, or laid in Flethy Mud or: Earth, or Fruits, 
which works upon the fic matteritisin, and turns it into the form of 
the Creature from whom this Seed came, and. it enlivens: » And the 
Stars do very much aualifie and alter che Seeds in our Humours: Hence 
itis that often Coughs, malignant Pleurifies, Qinzies, malignant Ter- 
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tians, and divers ftrange confufed kindes of Agues, are: Epidemical ; 
and I have obferved the mutations in. divers Difeafes' to be from the 
Moon, and the other Planets, efpecially’ that Planec that: was:Lord: of 
the Firit and Sixth Houfe, at che Decumbiture of the Sick: anda Pras 
&itioner of Phyfick in this Town told me; when he had along ficknefs, 
he could always tell when his Paroxilms , or times of greater illnefs 
would be , when the Sun was afflicted by the Body or Afpect of Satara, 
or his. Significator afflicted ; and did not Venus ftand his Friend in ma~- 
ny fuch evil Aipedts, he thoughthe fhould have died. =: 

Now tuch a Method doth Nature obferye, that. it is the cafual influ- 
ence of: the Planets (fimply, or conjoyned with fixed Stars of the great- 
er Magnitudes,that are milde or gentle-natured) apon our Blood and Hu- 
Mours, and as the quantity and quality of our Blood and Humours vary, 
fo the Stars at varioufly: forthe Agent can do nothing, if the-Patient 
is not fit; and one Planet doth not fo powerfully alter one matis Body as 
anothers, becaufe in oneit was his Significator at his Nativity, ‘in the 
other a Significaror of his Fortune, inanovher a Significator of ‘his Re- 
ligion at his Nativity; and fothough our Humours and Conftitutions 
are much alike, yec in this refpe& the Planets vary, There is natural- 
ly in fome,matter;a greater pronenefs:and aptitude to petrify ; in other, 
to orlity sin ocher, to vivifyior animate yin other, to carnify 5’ in other, 
to Languify.;. in other, to ladtify ; in other, to {permafy and érinify * 
and chough the greater number of Planets that are ftongeft atfuch @ 
time, do difpote the Humours to putrify or vermify , (for at fometimes 
boch old Folks. and Children have Worms more'than in other feafons) 
yet in all Bodses there be not thofe Humours; and in all Bodses that thofe 
Humours be, yet there ig notin them a like putrifying quality Atfuch 
atime Vewus is} Lady of the Afcendant, commands jupiter, AZars, the 
Moon, ec. inher Houfe, is ftrongeft of any in the Scheam, and yer all 
men at this time are not Venerioufly inclined, for fome are’ never 
libidinous ; yet acthis time they may be more libidinous than others ; 
and.at fuch atime anevil-minded menis the likelier to accomplifh his 
inceltuous Defires.. VVe fee huge mutations and changes dayly and 
hourly, fometimes in fome fick perfons,and how dothefe come, but from 
the motion of the Morbifick Caufe? and how is that changéd and mo- 
ved fo ftrangely,; burby the Attoms inthe Air, drawn into our Body in 
our Breath, which are:qualified fromthe Planets’?! <- fk 
>We have in our Phyfology, Fatrofophy and-Pneumato graphy, fofficient- 
Jy, demonftrated the force of ‘the Heavens‘on all fubhinary Beings ; but 
we will here adde fome more : Whence is it in Moon-Ey’d Hoifes theiz 
Eye. or Byes grow full ar full Moon,and then they are bind; and as the 
sas | fe B 2 Moon 
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Moon decreafes, they decreafe, and then they fee better > Many Coun- 
trey-tnens Experience attefts this. : 
2, Concerning the alteration of Difeafes, changing of Symptoms, 
and of alldifeafed Parts, dying and growing fick, it is apparantly fee 
infome Difeafes by the alteration of the Moon, and divers have told’ 
mie, That when the Plague did rage in this Town of Hitchin, moft fell 
fick or died at change of the Moon, or full Moon, and four or five were 
buried then together, andwhen the Moon was at her full tate, was the 
ficknefs in many in its Crifis or Exaltation; and itis apparant to many” 
intelligent Phyficians,: that-out Bodies are fuller of moifture ar full 
Moon, than othertimes ; and Experience shews us, the Epileptick'and 
Convuifive have.fits at fall Moon commonly, andthe Reafon may be; 
becaufe water in the Brain is oft found by Diflection to caufe Epilepfies, 
and other Difeafes, which the Pra&tical Phyficians hitherto did not ima- 
gine:Now we know the Moon rules over Moifture much, witnefs the Eb- 
bing and Flowing of the Sea; doth it notin divers places of this Land 
increafe and {well higher at full Moon, and in the declination of the 
Moon fall, and:fink lower 2 
Moreover the monthly Fluxes of Women, or Menftrues, are caufed 
partly. by the Moonsinfiuence, and partly by a created aptitude or na- 
~ tural faculty in them ;. we fee;often they are, when ftopt, eafilier pro- 
voked at full Moon, than in its declination ; the Moon rules princi- 
pally in Moifture, and principally in the Moifture of Feminines, for fhe 
is a Feminine Planet ; yet in Men the Hemorrhoids are periodical fome- 
times and monthly, andfome have (but rarely) a Fluxus Sanguinss per 
Penemmonthly, Mas 
_ Farmers did obferve in thefe late years of Infection amongft Horfes,. 
that their Horfes fickened or died familiarly at’ New or Full Moon > is. 
not the Difeafe Luzatick fo called fromthe Moon, for that at full Moon 
they are afflicted monthly ?. and Phyficians have obferved Catarrhs and 
Defluxions to rife or fall from the Moon, and to. be governed much: 
thereby. Guainerius: did obferve one fpake 2 ftrange Fongue he never 
learned, in-New Moons; and other melancholy: perfons have at fuch 
changes of the Moon alone fpake a ftrange Language they never learn- 
ed: If any-think we {peak flightly or conjecturally of many of thefe 
things, let them fearch in their proper Chapters Examples in our Phy/i- 
ology, and they fhall fee them confirmed. It is written of the Clupes 
Fith in Sagona,a River.of France, that in.the éencreafe of the Moon it 
is white, and in its decreafe black: So the Pifcis Lunaris, or Lana-fith, 
is fo appellated from the ftrange alteration the changes of! the Moon. 
" makes inher, and her figure +, We might be numetousin Examples.” ” 
: s.% | Pliny, 
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Pliny \ib.2. cap.4.3. writes, That at Full Moon, Oyfters, Shell-fith, 
and Periwinckles increafe, but decreafe at decreate of the Moon. 

Kekerman, \.c. faith, The Skins of Sea-Calves and Sobles are stiff with 
the flanding upright of the Hair, when the Moon increafes 3 but in the 
Moo decreafing, they grow weak and fall down, 

Dropfical People are often moft molefted at Full Moons, and there- 
fore atthattime , faith Fohannes Fobnffoxws , they commonly die; and 
then it took away that Reverend Man, D. A4artin Gratianus, Superin- 
tendent of the Reformed Churchesin Greater Poland. 
 Libavins, Epit.15.,to0 Schuitzer, faith, It is better to give Medicines a- 
gainft (tags the day after, than inthe Oppofition of the Luminaries ; for 
a2 the hour of 5 the Moon % quiet, but afterward fhe works and begins 
to augment the Humours. 

We (hall not give Examples here of the force and quality of the Moor 
in Nativities to difpofe mens Bodses and Mindes ; nor of the Vulgars ob- 
fervation in cutting of Cocks , nor fhall we infift on its force upon in- 
animate things, to.caufe fulnefs & flaccing, juycinefs and drinefs,as that 
increafes or wanes ; as, in Vines, Onyons, Palm-Trees, Bafil, Laps 
Selemtes. Kéckerman,Dilp.Phyf.3.Coroll.1t.faith, Lilkes and Rofes opes 
their Buttons or Heads inthe might alone,as loving the Moonsand M. arigolds, 
Tulips, &c. epen onely to the Sun, and (hut up againft the Moon. : Nox thal 
we here difpute (as.we might finde matter and occafion largely to do) 
of the peculiar Government of Plants by fuch: and fuch Planets, and 
how they are fuller of Virtue pulled up at fuch a time, whenas the Pla- 
net governing them is Effentially fortified, than at another time: 
Nor yet fhall.we here {peak much of Sigils.and Telefms-in{culptin Wax.. 
or other impreffible matter, the Seal made ata fit time, according to the 
Pofition of the Heavens, and the Engraving or Imprefs. of that Seal 
muft be ata due time, as the Planet governing the Difeafe, and Lord 
of the Hour, are Effentially fortified, afpefted by Others, and feated in 
fignificant Houfes, and accordingly hung about the fick party. In our 
Philofophical Book called Phyfiology, Fatrofophy.and Pnenmatography, ard 
in. the laft of thefe have we treated of Sigils and Telefms ; whither the 
_ Reader may have recourfe.. : | 

The Moon indeed is moft generally fignificant in all Diftempers, of 
all the Planets; andin every Scheme we take of ficknefs, the Moon and 
her Dignity, and Houfe, and Sign fhe isin, and to whom. fhe applies, is 
very confiderable, next tothe Lord of the Afcendanr,.. Signifierof. the 
fick Perfon,. and Lerd of the fixth Houfe, Significator of his Sicknefs; 
and Lord of the Eighth, Significator;of Deaths, yet the Sun inthe next 
place, of allthe Planets, hathmoft influence upon our Bodies; and by 

his: 
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his heat and warmth more than other Planets, he. enlivens and altets 
moft Animate and Vegetative Bodies ; as alfo by Light: Nowif the 
Sua, having inic che feed of Light, can enlighten the Stars and Moon, as 
they approach him; and when the Afoo2 is gone a good diftance and 
while from the Sanz, the {eminary Principleof Light it received from 
the Sux, dies by degrees, until ic comes tothe Sax again, and then the 
Moon receives freth Seeds of Light, which grow (as the Seeds of Infe-~ 
Stion taken into our Bodies) to maturity, which is whea fhe is run half 
her courfe, and jult eppofite to the Saw, then is the AZoon at the Full, 
and the Seeds‘of Light likeour Life, and the maturity of our Age ; and 
other Animals and Vegecables are as long a declining or dying , as en- 
creafing and growing to maturity 5 and noqueftian this of the S#s and 
Moon is a great caufe of the maturation and corruption of Bodies, and 
gives great infight inco the method of working, encreafing and dying in 
other Seeds: Andif the Svs thus alter the AZoon, why not other lefsand 
inferiour things ? Won 1. 

I going one day in Summer in the hot Su# without Gloves, didfo 
ftrangely burn my hands, that they felt fore to the touch, and looked of a 
red colour, as if netled ; and I have heard the like of others; whofe 
hands have been nigh bliftered with the S#z, bucin a far different man- 
ner from fire, for that fcorches‘and burns usong fenfibly , andthen the 
the fireremains not foinourflth, and fo long as the Sxz’s quality, 
for from the S#a it rather looks. as if venemed ; yet to couch fire will 
make a forenefs longer. } 

Many mad People do chiefly rage when the Sx 1s in the Tropical 
point Cancer and about the Sammer Solffice, parly ‘he heat, and partly 
the quality of the Air, mekes divers mad in Summer , that a¥e pretty 
well all rhe year befide : Herbs of the Sux are {trongeft when they are 
gathered inthe Hour and Exaliation of the S#z, or when the Sav is in: 
Leo; and wehave obferved feveral fuch things. We have mentioned 
three Obfervations of the greater force of Herbs gathered when the 
Planets governing them ate ftrongelt, in our Book ot Phy/ology ind Fa- 
tvofophy, and particulaily in our Nofology ; but Aftronomical Phyficians 
have gone upon flight grounds in giving fuch an Herb to {uch a‘Star, 
and another to fuch a One, many times; and the Reafons of their 
srounds would be fifted: for if the Foundation be falfe, we can never 
make a true Superftructure. sOF3 D . 

We fee the S#n’s heat drives away Agues and cold Diftempersy it rai- 
feth Head-ach to thofe that fat too long:therein, fpecially bare-headed, 
and in the Spring, and that are fubjeét'to Head-ach; alfo thofe that fit 
in February or March in the Sax for warmth, do oft catch Agues: and ¥ 
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when I was a Boy, catched an Ague by fitting fhivering in the Sax to 
warm me: Itis alfo fo pleafant at its return: The abfence of Things 
makes them the welcomer to us at their return: By Sundew, Heliotrope, 
Marigolds, Hinca, &c. is the Sux’s particular Domination over Planets 
feen. 

But we will not infift onely on thefe two Planets, the other Five, Sa- 
turn, Fupster, Mars, Venus and Mercury, Dragons Head, Dragons 
Tail, and fome of the fixed Stars of the greater Magnitudes have great 
Influence upon our Bodses, and alter and move our Humours, and by 
confequence our Mindes, as they are moft prompt to be wrought upon. 

The Scorpion {tings moft dangeroufly when the Dog-ftar is up, and 
men ufed to obferve the rifing of the Dog-ttar for cutting of Frankin- 
fence-Trees, as then fitteft for Ufe, and fulleft of Juyce: and in the 
Tercera Wlands the Windes called Erefia are mild Windes, that rife eve- 
ry year two days after the nifing of the Dog-ftar ; and the Difeafe Syri- 
afis is{o caufed from Syrivs the Dog-ftar, ‘and called fo, becaufe divers 
did obferve that at:the rifing of that’ Star Infants were inflamed in their 
Heads ; fo that we fee thofe Stars have Influence upon Animate and In- 
animate bodies; and if the Dog Stars Syrizs and Procton can raife winds, 
they canin the Airin all likelyhood communicate their quality to our 
blood ; but we do not obierve the force and influence of the Dog Stars 
in our Climate or Countrey, asin other parts; for in the Dog dayes 
they give no Phyfick, and Wounds and Ulcers heal badly, Hippocrates 
Aphorifmes, Sek. 4. aph. ¢.v'ad ndye x rps nuves Eppa’ Secs al Qaruaneas, 
about the rifing of the Dog-Star, and before its rifing-, purging 
by Medicines is very moleftuous ; but we fay, Canis non mordet in An- 
. glia, the Dogs'bite notin Englaad': Iris certain, fome Stars have a 

gteater power over fome Countreys then over others. : 

Cardanus and Cafper Wolphins, Did obferve Headach to arife in fome 
serfons with the Sun,it was chiefly in the Forehead; every daythe Head- 
ach arofe inthefe, as the Sun arofe in the morning, and at noon, when 
the Sun was neareft, it grew molt vehemenc ; but as the Sun went far- 
ther off, the Headach did decline; and at evening when the Sun did 
wholly hide himtelf, the Headach was abfolutely gone, and began the 
next Morning when the Sun arofe, and encreafed as that grew higher ; 
‘but in one of thefe parties it was a pain rather of theeye, fometime a- 
Dove one eye, and fometime above anocher. 
~ Foachimus, Comm. ad 9, lib: Rhafis, cap. 4, obferved another that had 
Headach about:noon, but as the Sun went down it declined ; fignes of 
Choler were in him, which the Sun moved to his head ; he was cured 
with purging of Choler, and ftrengthening his head, 

orth Salius 
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Salias cap. 12. Annotat. ad Alomar. Gratt. Obferved Megrims to be 

raifed and mitigated according to the courfe of the AZoon, in fome per 
fons, and to have continued fo for three years. 
_ It would be too tedious to write of many new Difeafes, Epidet tical, 
and fome of them Contagious, that dohappen in all Ages and Couns ' 
tryes, fometimes more, {ometimes lefs, fometimes in one place, fome- 
times in another; they certainly come from the Air, and the Air is 
qualified by the Stars, and Seeds and Attoms {wim and fluctuate in 
the Air, as Wood and heavier matter dothin the Water, thatis a more 
follid, and lefle penetrable body than Air, 

We fhould too much flay the Reader here to give an accompt only of 
the experience we have had of the Progrefs, Changes and Crifes of 
Difeafes according to the alteration and motion of the Planets, but 
who fo is well skilledin Aftrology and Phyfick, and fhall at the decum- 

_biture, or chief time of the fickening of his Patient, drawa Scheam 
of the Heavens, and obferve all along the mutations ef the Planets,and 
his fick Patients diftemper, he fhallin moft Difeafes find great fatis- 
faction, and fay, It is far more certain Prognofticating by the Heavens, 
then fymptoms in Difeafes : Yet in confufed Diftempers,and fuch as we 
cannot well refer toany name in Riverims his PraGtice,Aftrology is moft 
illuminative, : . 

There are divers obfervations extant of the operation of the Planets 
onmens Bodies, but few, in regard of the ufe there would be of them, 
and excellency thereof ; but thefe would require much time and pains 
to defcribe to purpofe, therefore we fhall omit them. 

We fee alfo there is a ftrange Antipathetick quality in Lightning to 
bereave us fuddenly of Life, anda blatt of Air blafts many ; fome in 
the field, fome ftanding at their door; fome are bereaved of fence, 
fome of motion ; fome in the whole body, fome only in one particular _ 
part ; {ome in one manner, fome in another ; fome in one degree, fome 
an another, 

We will {peaka little here in the Vindication of Aftrology, it may 
fatisfie fome,it need hurt none ; Truth alone mutt pleafe.God, and frame 
pia be condemned. + 

1, The various motions of the Planets, argue anintentionof Pro- 
vidence, more in making them then other fixed Stars ; five efpecially 
have no other reafon of their wandring to and from, backward and fer- 
ward ; fometime in one Sign, fometimes in another ; fometimes {wif- 
ter, fometimes flower; fometimes in Conjunétion , fometimes. in 
Oppofition one to another; nothing was made in vain, no not the leaft 

parc in the leaft Creature, nos nothing to be idle. | 
2. God 
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_. 2,God-doth all by natural caufes,and whai (hall we fay are the caufes 
of fuch and fuch things, but what we experience? if one thing here doth 
fympathize and antipathize with another, and one depends upon ano- 
ther, and one governs another; Why may not. the Stars more pure, 
high and'great bodies influence upon, and alter thefe lefler, groffer and 
~ low compofitions,every Agent being more noble than the Patient ? and 
the Air is the mediate caule. 
3. There may as well be quailifications of peculiarity in the Sun, 
Moon, and five other Planets in the Macrocofm, as inthe Heart and 


Brain in the A4icrocofm, and Liver, Spleen, Gall, Lungs and Reins; 


and if God hath planted Originally in all fuch bowels peculiar quali- 
ties, ‘and thefe operate accordingly upon the reft of mans body, inferi- 
eurin dignity to them ; why may not the bodies of the Stars have alfo 
peculiar natures and qualities implanted Originally into them, and ac- 
cording to thefe they operate ? for it iscertain all things were made 
foranufe, and why they fhould: obferve fuch ftrange motions and or- 


ders, no other reafon can be eiven, than what man hath found by ex-- 
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perience; and that for whichevery thing is moft fit, for thatit was 
- made, and thatis the rightufe ofit: It would be tedious to-relate,the 
wonderful qualities, and Spirits of {trange and ftupendious Natutes, 
that are.placed in many bodies, {flight and forry to look on, as.the at- 
tractive force in the Loadftone ; in Herb Moonwort, the chaftity of 
_ Emeralds and-Sobriety, the fhivering of Quickfilver in fire or hot wa- 
ter, and its flying to Gold ; the fighting of Spiritof Tartar and Vitniol, 
the quality of moving Love in fome Plants, of diffolving ftrife in others; 
of releafing the bewitched, and driving away Spirits ; of cavfing mad- 
nefs, and inducing fleeping to death’: See thefe in one place or other 
ofour Phyfiology and Fatrefophy, with many more ftrange and prodigi- 
ous qualifications of the Spirits of Plants and Minerals. We donot 
deny but things affect one another by the Attoms and Exhalations that 
azife from their bodies;but what accompt can any give, why the Attoms 
of oneis of fuch a quality to caufe Sobriety, .and the Attoms breath- 
ing from another to caufe Love, and the Attoms breathing from 
another to caufe madnefle 2, every body, as it is a body and 
earth is not active, or moveable; doth neither tafte, nor {m Il, nor hath 
a colour for the moft part, but the Spirit thacisin it, moves and ads it, 
makes it grow, tafte and {mell.; and as foon as this Spirit or Soul is eva- 
porated from it, itdooks oftentimes pale, but conftantly lofeth its fcent 
and tafte.; fo when our Souls are gone, we look pale, and corrupt pre- 
fently, even as Plants as foon as their Spirit or Soul is gone: bodies 
were only made for Receptacles of Spirits or Souls, and thefe Souls ox

Spirituous Blood, {pecially as Nature fhall have need thereof ;° and 
hereby doth it influence upomall the body, as the Brain by motion and 
fenfation operates and alters: all the’ body ; GOD could as well have 
placed the Seminary Principle of Blood,or Sanguification in the Spleen;

Another may Objet, Why was I made of {uch a melancholy temper , to 
be dejetied at every Jmall bufine(s, and to [woon at every light grief, and to 
be difcontented with my life ? Some mutt be ‘melancholy,as.fome are mer- 
ry; there muftbe variety ; and it fell according to theit nativity tobe 
fuch,, without any partiality, or ill refpects in GOD towards them: fo

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for the paffionate, that fuffer for their Tongues, and cannot helpir, 
they with they were of another temper, and could forbear ; and are 
apt to be angry that they are fo apt to be angry:but fome muft be angry, 
elfe there would be none patient if all were alike; and it fell cafually to 
their lot to be fo ; if Goddidimmediately, without contingent caufes, 
ordain or make them fo, they might have fomewhat more to fay and to 
repine at ; but now God is blamelefs, for where the caufe accidentally 
falls, the effects follow: but the caufes are fo wifely from all eternity

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were it not that all things here happen alike to all in a contingent man- 
nertous, though predeftinated and pre-ordainedby GOD, we might 
repine ; the Suz fhines on the good and bad, andrain falls on the jut _ 
and unjuft: -And Manis ordained as Aftronomers will fhew by cal.

endeavours, if itbe not ordained, thall not make us rich, or. eminent, 
or favoured, or lucky. 

Yet GOD commonly ordains a Thing by ordaining the Caufe; as fuch 
a.man is ordained to thrive; why? becaufe he is made of a cunning 
induflrious and parfimonious temper ; yet many a great Drinker, floath- 
ful and unskilful fellow, in comparifon of fuch, {hall thrive and grow 

sicher: Nature is fullof variety, and degrees. and kindes. in every 
kinde. ane 
‘Did not things alfo in States and Kingdoms fall out according toa for= 
“tuitous and accidental hap, and the fortune of Mens happy Nativities, 
why did ~Mahonset that Great Impoftor, arife to that credit and honour ~ 
“in the World? Why did not God make him an.untimely birth, or caufe 
his dayes to be fhort,that he fhould not corrupt the World with his De- 
Gtrine 2 or raife other caufes to have deterred his Followers from credi- 
tinghim? Ishe not CH R1ST’s Oppofite ? anddidhe not take up- 
on him to be Mediator betwixt GO.D and Man? And how miraculoufly 
hath he profpered through many Nationsand Ages ? : 

To this adde the remarkable Affairs of this World,to wit, The expun- 
ging and debellating of Chriftianity by the Turk, and the fetting up of 
cMabometifm in all thofe parts where Chrittianity. did at firft with much 
difficulcy and blood fhed, and perfecution gain rife; but Fwill not fay. 

that they upon whom the Tower of Siloam fell, were greater finners than others,

three that are referrable to none of thofe Difeafes; and in many Pati- 

_ ents fometimes together, we finde fuch rare Cafes that never before we 
faw or read of, Alfothe Change in Difeafes is very confiderable ; to 
day, or in this hour, the Sick moft complains of Headach ; to morrow, 
or the next hour, the Headach is gone,or with it remaining is a Stomach- . 
pain-; the next day it is changed into vomiting and purging, and then 
perhaps that ftops, and the Party is Heart-burned: and a multitude of 
fuch various Changes are fometime in fome fick People, that lie long; 
and what hall we call this Difeafe? fometimtes many Bowels are weak 
or difeafed together, and by the Signs, where fhall the Difeafe be ? 

For Example fake, we will fhew by one how the Courfe and Order of 
Nature may be guefled atin many. 

Here died lately a Gentlewoman of Hitchin, fhe lay fix weeks fick ; 
had a fallout of a Coach, being with child; fhe was very well, her con- 
dition of child-bearing confidered, for a fortnight after, fhe was a little 
bruifed betwixt the fhoulders, all feems to be well; a fortnight after the 
fall fhe grows ill, as formerly in child-bearing fhe had been, of windy 
pains and ftitches ; it took her witha little Cough and raifing, and the 
pain did remit, and go into her Shoulder and Back, her Urine high, and 
Pulfe pretty fwift , fom: figns of awindy, fome ofa legitimate Pleuri- 
fie: aftera week fhe grew better for aday ortwo, then worle ; her 
fpitting and excretion encreafed, and pain fixedin herright fide; fhe 
could hardly {wallow, that. fhewed the Oefophagus hurt, and upwards on - 
high, any hard thing hurt her ; (tie took Lohocks, and raifed much or- 
dinary Flegm, like an Empyema : then a week after her raifing conti- 
nuing now and then, fhe {pat Blood, her Coughing frequent, and one 
morning fhe vomited much Blood by Coughing and Excretion; but af- 
ter that the new fymptom Hemoptoe ceafed, fhe was partitss vicibas let 
Blood: aftera month or three weeks fhe grew finely well, her ftomach 
to meat was recruited, her fleep greater, her coughing not fo much, and. 
the purulency lels ; ‘then a week being pafled, fhe grew worfe, fhe com-- 
plained no more of the Ozfophagus, her Expnition and Cough urge, and

fhortwinded, left her before her death, and fhe raifed, as if matter did

_ afore death fhe felt her felf oppreffed with this matter, and raifed nigh 


half apint, coughing and fpitting it forth; and after this great fitof 
raifing, fainted, and her Head fhook, and fhe died with ratling of the 
matter in her Che(t:the defired to rife before fhe died,and talked chear- 


_ fully, and much, the night before fhe died; and thefe in many are to- 


kens of death, but not inthe generality. Here were divers other fymp- 
toms and changes of lefs note, that came on, and went off again: fhe 
was delivered very eafily, and during two or three dayes of purging, 
after her delivery, her Coughing was eafie, fhe raifed Jefs, and her 
pain and Afthma very little, but her Lochyes ftopping, the Afthma and 
Purulent Matter encreafed,and the died three or four dayes after, Moft 
Phyficians thought her delivery would have freed her ; the Childe was 
very lively in Utero, notwithftanding her ficknefs, and born well, but 
died a week after, having principles of Corruption in it from the Mo- 
ther; oné thought ita true Pleurifie,another a baftard one.at firft ; then 
it feemed an inflamation of the mouth of the Stomack; then fome Signs 
fhewed itin the Stomack; forin Child-bearing fhe ufed to vomit, and 
this was reftrained after fhe fickened : fome figns were for Adhzfion of 
the Lungs, fome for an Empyema; fome that the Lungs did {wim in 
purulency, fome of ftopped Blood; fome Signs argued it inwardly, as 
hurt in fwallowing, fome outwardly as her forenefs-in her fide to touch ; 
fome argued VVind, for when it went into her fhoulder and back, ita- 
ated in the fide. 


A month after fhe fickened (but fhe was let blood before) her blood 


fooked like yellow fat Broath when it was cold, and in it were feveral 


congealed fleeces, like bits of corrupted flefh. 
VVho would thinkin thofe that have piffed purulent matter, that 


it came from the Heart, as appeared by diflection ; i» vivo ommea funt 


pervia. ; : 
g. Let us confider the Prognofticks ; He is 2 wife Phyfician that is 
not vafh herein: I knowa Phylician of mean parts, and great practice, 


‘that I have admired he fhould happen to judge Life or Death fo falfly, 
~ infomuch that other Phyficians have made ita rule to go by, that fucha 


party willlive, becaufe fuch a Phyfician faith, She will die, and fo on 
the contrary: what can be found in the Pulfe and Urines ? 

They talk of a Serratile or Saw-Pulfe, Vermiculating or Crawling 
Pulfe, and Intermitting Pulfe. I could never find any thing here- 
in worth taking notice of; in wel! people the Pulfe will intermit as 
well as in fick, and in dying people it is feldom found; ahd itis —

Urines are looked upon by the Vulgar, asthe greateft Prophetical 
matter about the Body of Man ; how familiar isit, and asridiculous-and | 
abfurd as familiar, to carry waters to Phyficians,to know parties diftem- 
pets, not telling aword of their Symptoms to the Phyfician ; judging 
him filly and unlearned in all other things, that cannot tell all their Alls © 
by their Water ? and this they do frequently,not intending to take Phy- 
fick, but to beftow a Groat to know what their Difeafeis, (which they 
underftand asmuch as Geefe) and how and when they may recover, and . 
whether they fhall live or die by their Water; the which,if a Phyfician 
knows all the Symptoms about the fick, and his Conftitution, and could 
fee into his Body, he could not oftentimes truly determine of : in dy- 
ing people frequently the Water grows better,and in well people ir will - 
change ftrangely, be fometimes paler, fometimes redder ; fometimes 
thicker, fometimes thinner:the Nights Water is oft unliketo the Dayes 3: _ 
and fome well perfons make thick crude Water, andin others, when it 
is cold, itis thick and fedementary like the fick ; the very food we eat, 
and liquor we drink, alter our Urine... Ihave read ofa Fruitin the new 
World, akind to Coecus Baphicus, that when our Countrey-men ate of 
it, itfo coloured their Urine, that they thought they had pifled blood, 
and were afraid to eat any more: fo I have heard of other things, fome. 
that ufe to drink much Wine, pifs the fame for {mell and colour. 

Furthermore,when the Urine paffeth only by and through a few parts, 
I fee not how it fhould fhew the Conftitution of all parts; it doth fhew 
chiefly diftempers of the Kidveys and Bladder, but that being the Sink 
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and Chinnel, Nature ftrives to wath off, and throw much filth’ thar 
way by the Kidneys and Bladder, and Urine, as Water is good to wath 
off and make Feculency and Sordity {wim away ; that is fome reafon 
therefore, that bothin Cronical and Critical diftempers, thick muddy 
fedementary Urine is good, when the Difeafe is breaking away, efpeci~ 
ally, if before the Urine was clear atid limpid, and as ifit wasftrainéd 
from all foul matter. : | , 

Indeed I have often, to fatishe people, gueffed at their Diftempers 
by their Urines, and one may often pleafe them 5 if it was an high red 
Water, I judged a Feaverith temper, and then I gueffed that they had 
Head-ach, Back-pains, Thirft, want of Appetite, Heat, want of 
Reft, Faintnefs, one day worfe than another, crc. with variation: if 
the Urine was pale and thin, I guefled at Obftructions, that it was ftrain- 
ed; andin Obftructions ufually are thefe fymptoms, Windinefs, pain 


-at Stomach, and ftoppage, and loading there with inappetence and Bra- 


dupepfia,or ill digeftion; fhort-windednefs, Aches in Knees and Shoul-

If, Rarely in any one fick perfon fhall we find all Signs Mortal, ex- 
cept nigh death ; nor rarely in any confiderable facknefs (hall we finde alf 

‘fiens of health ; but we judge from the major number, and moft con- 
fiderable ones. ; 

III, That Difeafe that is flight and fmail at firft, may be mortal at 

~ faft, for that chatin aremifs degree caufeth ficknefs, in an extream may 
caufe death, a minim maxima,from the lealt beginnings are often great. 
events ; but we are in all cafes to be fparing in Pradiétion for Life or 
Death, for that is only in the fore-knowledge of God. : 

IV. Some ficken one day and diethe next ; fomehave many Crifes, _ 

and do hold out divers years;. and fome after a tedious ficknefgsdie, o- 
thers live; if we would predi& herein, the chief thing is, to tell whe- 
ther any of the principal Bowels are wafted, changed or corrupted, in all 
this while. — | 
_N. Allintermitting difempers (quoad intermiffionem) are {afer than 
‘confirmed and continued, becaufe thefe fhew Wind or Water, or fome 
Fluxible matter, and that the parenchyma of no part, or mafs cf blood 
ig much affected ; and alfoin the Intervals, Nature gets ftrength and 
relief, and the greaterthey be, the more. Furthermore it fhews, that 
there are fome Seeds in the Blood and Humors , that grow to maturity 
- infuch a time, and trafmute fomuch matter; and then the {pirits of a- 
nother nature to it, fight with it, raife a fermentation, and throw it off ; 
and then Natureisquiet, till the remaining Seeds grow to maturity,

“XL. In all ficknefles, though there be no-pains, no apparant ill fym-

os Kinfman of mine, one Mr. Norton, a Minifter of a Neighbout

~! We fhall not here thew all the diverfity of figns and differences in 
Stupid and Somnolent Sickneffes :: The Ancients fhould have done well 
to have called all Stupid or Somnolent Sicknefle, and fo have made 
diftinGiion according to obfervation; but defcribing onely five kindes, 
as, Lethargy, Apoplexy, Catalepfis; Coma and Carus, and they to be fo as 
we have defcribed, the Readeris much deceived: for, for any to be 
‘fick of any Torpid or Somnolent Difeafe juft as they have defcribed, is 
"very rare; and why fhould they deliver that as a common Rule and 
Methodin Nature, that is as accidentary and cafualas any thing? for 
to which can we refer many Soporous Sicknefles ? neither Lethargies, 
becaufe they arife from another.caufe than what the Ancients did fet ;

‘an Inflamation of the Membranes, or the Brain, it felf; therein is, 
fay they, a ftoppage of Urine, breathing {mall and frequent. 
Mania, fay they, is a fury tivturne with boldnefs and fiercenefs, from 
the fire of the Spirits moved, or yellow Choler burnt ; as Eris faith, 
from putrified blood: there is no Feaver in this, fome fay, becaufe 
there is no putrefaction, ." . . 
Melancholia, fay they, isa raging withouta Feaver, with Fear and 
Sadnefs ; without a Feaver from a melancholy humour, which they 
{aid was eitherin the Head it felf, or didin vapour fteem up thither, as 
from the Hypoconders and Spleen. This fhort defcription I take, as 
moft generally received by the Moderns from the Ancients ; but to go 
to fearch how all differed , might findan induftrious and wife man fuf- 
ficient tedioufnefs; in many things indeed they agreed onely in dif- 
agreeing ; and fometimes both were right, and fometimes neither ; 
for there is fuch wonderful variety, that if they all differed, asit might .

Whofoever diftrufts the Truth of our-Experiments, and 
Examples, and Anatomies, may be fatisfied from Skenkins, to go.no 
further; be hath collected abundance of mens obfervations : But to 
thefe we have added the ‘Obfervations colle&ed from many men; ;by | 
Marcellus. Donatus; divers collected by Fobannes Fohuftonns ;, divers 
by Thomas Bartholinus, and his own ; as the others alfo did adjoyn their

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own with collections ;, allo Felix Platerus, Petrus Pawus, Laz, River. 
Tulpins Renealmus, Horftius, Antonius Bemvenins,and our own jby, which 
we:can judge the truth of others, and confirm what we write ,/ did not 
the univerfal confent and harmony of Obfervators, univocally teftifie 
_ itr: but. we were loth to write from our own Obfervations alone,becaule 
one man is not alwayes a fuffiicient witnefs ; one may miftake, one may 
be fuperftitioufly addiéted,and phantaftically principled :I think.J have 
about 13 or 1400 Obfervations of my own writing by me, | but moft of 
them trivial, and fuch.as moft practical Phyficians. meet. withal; and 
therefore are of the {maller concernment, for I think-it bootlefs to tell 
men only what commonly they knew before, 


- Platerusin his Practice of Phyfick, went a method by himfelf,indeed 
from his.own Obfervations and Experience, and wrote the Generaor- 
Kinds caufed by fuch a Quality,nor the Signs, as others did, of fucha 
particular Difeafe : And fobsffonm in his Idea Med, Praét, altered the 
soad and method of Practices, by making diftinction of the Caufes, and 
diftinion of Signes upon thofe Caufes; for we need no other Signes 
than the particular. Signes of {uch and fuch.Caufes, after we have de- 
feribed the Genera or Kinds, for there is no other.certainty ,of Signes;

of the year are to be weighed in the-ciire of ‘every Perfon, fo-that the 
method formerly delivered by. Sylvins, Rondeletins, Riverins, Henrnins, 
cc. is not Cufficient to learn any to'practife well and faithfully, unlefs 
they have dittinguifhing knowledge of their own; in fome, one ounce 
of the Emetick infufion will work 20 times; in another ten, in another 
{catce once, inanothor it works onely downwards; in one, one fcruple 
of Jallapis a fufficientdofe,in another of the fameage,Sex and ftrength, 
one ounce will hardly work, and fo in the {ame manner for all other 
Medicines ; that-that excites one Lethargick will not move another ; 
end that that reftores Palfies in one, moves no fenfe'of feeling’ i in ano- 
ther, for the fenfe of feeling naturally is not alike in all. 

Ill. Obferve the Time of che Stats ; ; for if given. ess Nature doth 
not co-operate, we do nothing ; if Nature draws one way,and our Me- 
dicines pull the other, a confufion i is made, 

IV. Obferve what contradi@tions there bein all Diftempers ; take 
away the greateft of two evils fit, and that that will be longeft ere 
it kill, may be fuffered longelt ere cured :-Alfo obferve in- curing one 
infiranty, we donot aggravate or make another; and alfo obferve what 
infirmitics the fick utually was prompt to, and judge that that wasufu- - 
al tohim:in health, is the lefs dangerous in ficknefs, yet not without 
fome exceptions ; alfo obferve which way the fi ck ufed to have his 
blood purged of Heterogenious matter. : 

‘V. Phyficians ate Natures Servants, and sibiefore mutt obferve her 
Dictates in any of thefe.

fee blood abound, and as we finde Nature oppreffed, or beginning an 
Excretion fuch a way, oriof'fuch a-matter, andin fucha place. ‘For 
Example, If any in a Stupid and fottith Difeafe bleeds much at Nofe, 
hath the Hemorrhoids or courfes that ufed to flow, ftopped, hath heat

We fhall firft fhewthe fignification of the word Dropfie, its rife, 
and what is its common acceptation, which may differ from the fincere 
meaning of the Original Word; and then fhew the divers kindes that 
according to vulgar. acceptation, or common meaning of the word, may 
be, or are called the Dropfie: And herein many, many times, difpute 
about they know not what ; one meaning one thing by the word, ano- 
ther another. ide bathe, | 

The Dropfie or Hydropfie in Englith, comes from Hydrops in Latins 
and that is only a. change of the Greek letters into Latine, thofe tongues 
being writin differing letters: Well then, vSpad in Greek is derived 
fromedwe, water; fo thatit is not proper to call any {welling a Drop- 
” fie, unlefs a waterifh fwelling, according to the genuine fignification 

of the word ; but according to common acceptation, other {wellings 
are called Dropfies. Ral 

is Afcires, the word for common Dropfies,comes fromdexosa Greek, — 

word, 
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word fignifying a Bafon, Laver, or Pitcher, becaufe their Bellies refer 
to the Bellies of Pitchers,or Water-Veflels ; fo that from the fafhion 
of the tumid Belly, it is proper to call them Afciticks, though Water 
is not the Caufe, but as the word is commonly taken, improper. 

2. Tympanites in Latine, and Tympany in Englith, according to the 
common meaning, fhews a windy Dropfie ; but the fence of the word 

— fhewsa Drum ; or that the Belly ftrutting forth and founding like a 
Drum, may in any perfon be called a-Tympany, though it may be with- 

gut wind; yet water without fome wind will fcarce yeild anoife: It 
comes from t’a7rayoy, that fignifies a Drum. 

3. Athirdkind, or name of diftinction ufed by the Ancients, was 
eAnafarcha, ot Leucophlegmatia, they commonly meant by the.ufe of 
thofe words a puffing up of the Body and Face from Flegm, the Skin 
loofe, Face bluffed and pale ; if we go to the meaning of the word in the 
Original Derivation «'vasapua, per carnem, it fignifies fome humour ot 
matter {pread throughout the Flefh,or imbibed therein, or throughout. 

But people have been deceived in thefe, for Nature imitates nofuch 
Order or Rule, there is no neceffity for a Dropfie, if it be not according 
to the defcription of Afcites, to be Anafarea, nor if it be not Anafarca 
muft it be Tympanites: To fee a party juft as Galen defcribed, is as raxe 
as thofe they count ftrange Cafes, We fhall let the Reader fee the 
Truth, as far as man hitherto can find a method in Nature, which in- 
deed in thefe cafes istowanta method ; {pecially as to peculiar and 
{mali things: the quality in every matter, if we could fee it, or know 
it, would vive us the trueft infight how it muft work, and what itmuf 
effect. 

The matter, faid the Ancients,is either Water, Wind, or Flegm; the 
Bowel or Subje& was the Liver ;. the Caufe was cold, and thefe onely « 
the precedent'or procatarctick caufes,were too great evacution of Blood, 

-- or fuppreffion of Courfes. or Hemorrhoids, a: Jaundice, Cochexy, or 
drinking of Water ; thefe were the principal, with the diftinétions 
aforenamed, that the Ancients delivered; the Signs and Concomitant 
Symptoms they delivered are not worthnaming : for thofe that they. - — 
wrote aright in, are common ; others are nothing of Rule, but acci- 
- ‘dental, fo that they might have numbered a thoufand Symptoms or Ails 
that many Hydropicks, one or other amoneft them had had, 
The Moderns, as Senxertus, Hercules Saxonia, Riverias, Platerus, 
‘&c. did introduce diverfe new things from experience, and found that, 
theat as well as cold, was the Caufe , and that fometimes cool things 
that open, do good; alfo they faw that the Kidneys and Spleen,as well

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We thall not @and to defcribe or tranfcribe the Caufes,Signs, Progne- 


fticks and Cures differing in Afcstes, T; wapanites, and Anafarca, that 
the Moderns have laid down, they may be read fully in their Practices, 
and compared with what follows ; they aredefeStive,and rarely found as 
they have defcribed, yet are in fome cr other, at one time or other, in 
fome meafure or other true : as for example ; Fo.

glifers, it looks like a Drum Cover,and firuck,, gives {uch a fonnding ; it 


thrufts out the Navil very much outwardly, the Belly +s puffed ap, but no 
fenfe of great weight; crulhed, the fenger leaves no impreffion, but the Skin 
prefeatly rifes up again ; belchings and breaking wind downwards are often 
asd rurebling in the Belly: the caufe 1s weak heat, or terrifying great heat, 
which refolves the matter into Vapours ; (Which the Antients acknowledg- 
ed not.)

clearly waterifh, and fo itis in moft outward Tumours, and this isa

- inevery Body there is a Quality or peculiar Nature, which aéts moves 
-and alters it ; and the fight or outward appearance of any Body or Mat- 
ter, doth not alwayes and exactly, if ever exactly fhew the quality in - 
the Body or Matter; for fometimesa Poyfon (if it is proper to call 
any thing fo) willalter all the Bowelsftrangely, and where there is 
no Dropfie, the parts are thus affected, which we may thew here- 
after,

The firft kind whereof the Greeks call Cephalalgia: fome abu- 

fively Seda ; the Latines, Capitis dolor, The fecond Kind is cal- 

- led by the Greeks and Latines Cephalaa, and is an invetterate old 

Headach. The third Kind isthe Megrim, poffefling only one fide of 
the Head, called both in Greek and Latine, Hemicrani. 


OF the firft of thefe we think it convenient to treat diftin€tly accor- 


ding to its various Caufes. \

Arifes either from a natural conformation from the Birth, or preterna- 
tural Caufes, whereof the proximate, internal and immediate is a 
ftretchine forth of the Urea, of which the Pupifis the hole : This di- 
ftenfion of the #reais effected two ways ; 1. By drynefs, that ftretches 
out the Hreay even as we fee in holey skins dried ; this drynefs alfo 
hath a caufe, as Watchings, Feavers, and other drying Caufes. .2. By 
moifture, which caufes an enlargement and diftention of every Part, 
and makes the Parts to fwell forth beyond their accuftomed bounds, and 
that are allotted by Nature. This alfois caufed by too much abound- 
ing of the watery Humour, by flux of ferous Humours infinuated there, 
which are the primitive or remote Caufes; diftenfion alfo is made from 
winds, asin Child-bearing. / 
Moreover, fclution of the continuity of the Area, caufes the {pace of

AN Afthma is an hurt of breathing, with noife and frequency, arifing 
“ “from a pertinacious Obftruction of the Lungs and its Veffels, or 
‘Compreffion thereof, and affli&ting without a Feaver. : 
Respiration is the proper action of the Lungs,which we oughtto know 
what its right medsam and conititution is in bodies not affected; where= 
by we may alfo diftinguifh how much it is depraved ; it is twofoldsfree 
or ftrait; Free Refpiration isa facility of Breathing, with little mo- 
tion of the Cheft, from the Middriff and Lungs rightly conftituted,and 
not difeafed, whereby it is voluntarily leffened or enlarged, drawn in or 
fent out.,-more quickly or flowly, and is called Natural Refpira= 
tion. 

» Unnatural Refpiration is very divers and various , according to its 
célerity or rarity, greatnefs or {mallnefs, motion and refpite, equal or 
anequal.

Nor for theCure of Aguesis one Method or Medicine alike fuc- 
 eefsful,or at all fuccefsful to all kinds, or to all of one kind; but that that 
cures this Ovartane; may not curethe other Quartane. But quoad in- 
termiffionem, all having affinity, may be cured by one ; but Osotidians 
for the moftpart are more ftubborn then Tertsans, and Quartanes, then 
either’; yet {ome Quartanes are lefs contumacious then fome Qzorsd:- 
ans, and fome *Quotidians fhorter then fome Tertians; yet commonly 
fuch a Medicine as Camphir hung about the Neck, or Jefuits Bark, or
